H ow ard Marts*, 56, Cashtow n, an 
employe of th e P ennsylvania H igh­ 
way d epartm ent, is a p atien t in the 
W arner hospital w ith painful in ­ 
juries suffered about noon on F ri­ 
day w hen he was struck by a truck 
and throw n in fro n t of th e wheels 
of 
an o th er slowly 
m oving 
stone 
P uck as he worked on the B rysonia- 
Bendersville 
road. 
C onstruction 
work was begun th ere earlier this 
week by the state. 
A lthough details of the m anner 
in w hich the accident occurred were 
not available, a prelim inary report 
to th e sta te highw ay office here ex ­ 
plained th a t M artz had m ounted the 
ru n n in g board of th e truck, o p erat­ 
ed by M aurice Snyder, 239 S teinw ehr 
avenue, to open th e endgate. 
As 
he stepped to th e ground he is re ­ 
ported to have been struck by a 
truck driven by Paul Myers, F a ir­ 
field, w hich had turned a fte r u n ­ 
loading. 
M artz was throw n to the ground 
lr front of th e rea r wheel of the 
Snyder truck w hich had sta rte d to 
move slowly in order to discharge 
its load through th e loosened end­ 
gate. 
T he driver saw the m ishap 
and stopped his truck 
before th e

F isherm an's Paradise*. Bellefonte, 
Pa., July 
16 
(A P )—P ennsylvania’s 
experim ent in teaching fisherm en to 
throw p art of th e ir catch back into 
the stream is becoming m ore popu­ 
l i each year. 
Figures for the 1938 season a t the 
sta te ’s 
"fisherm an's 
paradise" 
on 
Spring creek disclosed today alm ost 
1*2,500 visitors to th e "fishing hole" 
where the state perm its th e angler 
to catch as m any tro u t as he w ants 
but allows him to kill only two. 
Last year a few mort* th a n 9,000 
followers of Izaak W alton fished at 
the "paradise.” 
Fishing at th e "paradise'' is done 
with 
barbless 
hooks, 
m aking 
it 
possible for the angler to throw' his 
catch back into the stream un­ 
harm ed. 
The project is fenced in 
and 
visitors 
m ust 
register 
their 
catch before leaving. 
T his year's 12,473 visitors caught 
9,340 trout, but 
killed only 4,989 
during th e six-w eek season. 
The "fisherm an's paradise” is p art 
of the state's program to conserve 
the fish supply th a t has m ade P enn­ 


sylvania 
a 
m ecca 
for sportsm en. 
W hen it established the project in 
1934 on S pring creek, one of the 
state's best tro u t stream s, th e Fish 
com m ission hoped to dem onstrate 
th a t stream im provem ent m ethods 
would m ake an increased fish supply 
possible. 
By use of artificial dam s and pools 
and o th e r devices th e section oi the 
stream wats m ade a n ideal h ab itan t 
foi tro u t. 
T h en cam e the idea of 
educating th e sportsm en to fish for 
sport instead of big catches by p er­ 
m itting th em to w hip a model stream 
under th e tw o-fish a day rule. 
T h a t was a happy thought. From 
a total of 2,952 th e first year, th e 
a tten d a n ce at th e Paradise has in ­ 
creased by leaps an d bounds, 
Men, 
women an d even children vie for 
the silvery trout, throw back about 
h alf of th e ir catch and like it. 
T he stream w'as heavily stocked 
w ith tro u t a t the s ta rt but each year 
bus required iew'er replenishm ents. 
The sportsm en are catching and kill­ 
ing m ore each year, but ’ire fish are 
m ultiplying even m ore rapidly u n ­ 
der the im proved stream conditions. 


Belated sweet corn and huckle­ 
berries, .smaller th a n usual becau.se 
oi the dry w eather, were in dem and 
a t the F arm ers’ m arket house this 
m orning upon their first appearance 
on the stands this year.
